People 
i;enerally are indignant al the attitude 
of the Traii.svaal as outlined in I'resitieiil 
Krutjer's leiily to the invitation of the 
.Secretary of .State for the Colonies, lit. 
Hon. Josupli Chamberlain, ami urge 
that etront; .measures be taken. They 
will not approve of any further negotia- 
tions (involving an appeal to President 
Kruger's generosity, and Mr, Uhamber- 
lain is denounced on all sides. 

A short instalnient of a long message 
from Pretoria is to tho effect iliat tele- 
f^raniB weie put in as evidence during; 
tlie trials of the reformers, which prove 
tlie complicity of the Cliarteied South 
Africa (Jo. with the .Joliaiiiiesbuig re- 
form leaders and Dr. .Jameson. They 
also prove tliat llie Cliartcred Uo. had 
opened a credit for £-100,000 in the name 
(jl Col. Francis Kliodes at .iohamiesljurj,' 
to organize tlie raid. 

Tlie euitorials of the afteriiooii ne\vs- 
paperB, written hefore the news that tlie 
sentence of death had been coiumuted 
reached the editors, clearly state that 
Great Britain does not intend to allow 
Prelaident Krueer to do as he will with 
the lives of British subjects.

There was as much activity on the eve 
of to-day's meeting aa there is just, be- 
fore a municijial election, and it isot the 
same kind, too, Gretit efforts are being 
made to rouse the voter.

So that, making 
the most liljoral allowance for recruits 
and atlditions, ir)0 or l.iO is the outside 
figure that (uui be mustered in support 
of the suspended minister. On their 
own side, they claim to have as- 
surances from more than 200 that they 
will he there to vote for anew era with 
a new pastor. Members of the Brown 
faction, on the other band, while claim- 
ing that the estimate of their own 
strength is based on nbsolnto knowledge, 
say their opjionents, after several weeks 
of canvassing, have been able to secure 
only a scant '200 iKiines to a petition, 
and that that is the high-water mark of 
their strength.

Yesterday evening's Times contains 
quite a long article in jtistitication of Mr. 
Joseph Martin's obstruction of -the bill 
to authorize the sub-division of polling 
districts Nos. 10 and 11 of the Electoral 
District of Victoria. Oiir conti'ni|>orary 
proceeds on the assumption that Con- 
servatives in the dislri(;t liad jilotled to 
procure the rearrangement of the sub- 
divisions for the purpose of injuringtheir 
opponents. This is ridiculously untrue 
and it is absurdly uiireasotn.ble. It la 
gsnerally admitted that the sub-diviHiuns 
as they are are exceedingly inconvenient 
t(i the electors of both jiarlies. It fiillowa 
that any arrangement that is calculated 
to tlo away with or to lessen the incon- 
venience would benefit Liberal electors 
quite as much as it would Conservative 
electors. Every man possessed of ordin- 
ary common sense knows this; and 
neither the Times nor its tool Mr. 
Joseph Martin could convince the elec- 
tors that an arrangement of the polling 
places that would benelit the Conserva- 
tives of the district could by any possi- 
bility injure the Liberals. The con- 
spirators in this case are the men who 
plotted in the dark to defeat by illegiti- 
mate means a measure that was iii- 
teiided to benefit, and that would lie 
sure to beneht, the electors of both 
parties. 

A DIRTY TRICK,

very short one; it makes no change 
whatever in the reoresentation. Itsi 
sole object is the convenience of the 
voters. A.s our readerd know, the bill 
was oppo.sed by iVIr. Joseph Martin. 
The report takes up twelve pages of the 
Hansard, and we are safe in saying that 
Mr, Martin's speeches take up five- 
sixths ol the space. It can be seen at a 
glance that Mr. Martin's speech was 
purely ol)struetive, that he was talking 
for talk's sake. He did not 
offer any objection that had even the 
appearance of being reasonable to the 
paaaage of the bill. He deprived quite 
a large proportion of the electors 
of what would be to them a very con- 
siderable convenience for no earthly 
reason. And this he did, if he is to be 
believed, in accordance with instructions 
Bent him from Victoria. When account- 
ing for his absence from the Chamber 
when the bill was called, Mr. Martin 
said: "I said (to Mr. Prior) I woiikl 
look up my iiiformalion and see whether 
I could do so or not." Of course the 
only information he conUI get on the 
subject would l)e from Victoria, and 
Victoria electors therefore are warranted 
in concluding that Mr. Martin's uncalled 
for and wliolly inexcusable obstruction 
was sug'^ested by oteotioueering (irita in 



Says the Montreal Gazette : " It was 
obstruction, pure and simple, that pre- 
vented the transaction of Parliament's 
business at the present session. It was 
deliberately entered on obstruction. The 
object, in the first place, was to prevent 
the Government's getting the credit of 
removing the Manitoba school difficulty 
out of the arena of politics through tlie 
passage of a reasonable law, satisfactory 
to the representatives of the Roman 
Catholic minority, and interfering in 
the least possible degree with the func- 
tions of the Legislature of the Province. 
Tlie purpose of preventing the passage 
of tlie estimates is more difficult to define. 
It certainly was not consideration lor tlie 
business iiiterestsof tliecuuntry. lltiiiiy 
bave been the spirit of inire iiiischief. 
The cH'cct, however, is in no uncertainty . 
The (iliaiice of their lost school privi- 
leges being restored to the Roman Cath- 
olic minority of Manitoba has been re- 
duced. It may be lost forever. The 
cost of a special session of pnrlianieiit 
has been put upon the country. It will 
amount to between $;)00,000 and .foOO,- 
000. For it there will be no return to 
the taxiiayers. It will lie held nierely 
to do the work whicli slioukl bave been 
done this session, but which was ren- 
dered impossible by the flow of sense- 
less, irrelevant, time-consuming talk 
which the Liberal party interposed. 
Wliiitever good may come to a jiarty of 
politicians fresh from the making of 
such a record will certainly be Mr. 
Liiurier's, as well as whatever harm."

lion of remedying an admitted grievance 
was never contemplated.

that very much depends, upon the 
quality of the sermon appropriated. If 
it was a better one than the clergyman 
could compose himself, the oflence, if 
any, was very slight, and fo^- their ]iart 
they would rather listen t6 a good ser- 
mon even if it were stolen than to a dull 
and stupid one that was honestly the 
IM'operty of the i>re:iclier. And they 
miglit add the remark that it would l^e a 
good thing for many congregations if the 
practice of appropriating good sermons 
became general. The culpability would 
in a great measure consist in being-found 
out. Of course, such loose moi-ality and 
such light talk as this would appear ex- 
ceedingly shocking to a large number 
of serious, strait-laced peo|)le who re- 
gard the appropriating jiarson'a of- 
fence as being by no means a venial 
one. They say that the preaching 
of a sermon as his own, which was not 
his own, argued on the part of the par- 
son a want of integrity that would be 
blaineable in anyone, but most deplor- 
aole in a teacher of religion, who ought 
to be a iiattern of the strictest morality. 
And these good jieople are* no doubt, 
theoretically right. But men who think 
and have a knowledge of the difficulties 
of a clergyman's position, will look upon 
such offences as that of which the New 
York clergyman was guilty, charitably 
and indiilgeiitly. Tliey know that the 
airiouiit ol really oritiiiiiil tliiiiking that 
is done in tliis world is very small in 
deed, and that, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, a very large proportion of writ- 
era and preachers are imitators, and bor 
rowers, it they are not intentionalli 
downright approiiriators. Is tiiere 
they ask, any great iliU'ereniM 
between imitating a man's style, bor- 
rowing bis thougbtB and appropriating 
his arguments and illustrations, and 
usins; as one's own his finished composi- 
tion. " It's an ill-favored tiling, but 
mine own," will hardly in these days Ix; 
acceiited by an intelligent congregation 
as an excuse for a dull sermon wliici 
though clothed in words which the 
preacher flatters himself are his own, 
does not contain a single original thought 
or a solitary striking expression. For 
our own [lart, when everything is con 
sidered, v e do not think it wise to be 
hard on tlie unhappy preacher or to in- 
quire too closely into the originality of 
his sermons.

Heavy Downpours Accompanied by Floods 
In Nebraska, Iowa, Bakota and 
Wisconsin. 

Om.uia, Neb., April 'JO.— Torrents of 
water fell last night, causing great .^ip- 
prehension. People living along Ames 
avenue and adjacent streets packed their 
goods iireparatory to leaving for higher 
and drier quarters. Ames avenue sewei' 
caved in and a hundred feet of vvoodeii 
sidewalk floated away.

— In 
Clayton county last night the rain 
amounted to a iloiKi and all tlie rivers 
were overlloweil. Klkpnrt was dehi^ed. 
E\k creek cut, its banks, doing great 
damai;e to farm projierty. The heavy 
rain, which was accompanied liy hail, 
covered the northern part of Iowa. 

— X cloud- 
burst iirougbt the water ui) to the fence 
tops here. Trains on the Chicago ct 
Northwestern and Chicago, Milwaukee 
& .St. Paul were delayed several hours 
by washouts. 

Mitchell, S. D., April 29 A aevere 

cyclone struck near .'ipeiicer, lakui^^ a 
northerly course, destroying farm prop- 
j erty and <loiii<; immense damatro to the 
'crops. Tlie little town of Kjii |.'liaiiy, 
] which lay directly in its path, was 
coiMid"lelv wipe<l off the eartli, and not 
a building was left slaiidiiif^. Three 
persons were fatally and fifteen more or 
less seriously injuried in the iniiiiediate 
j vicinity. The wires are dowii and re- 
[lorts meairre. A family of five a i-y re- 
ported killed outright near ^jontrose, 
but the report is not verified. 

SiiKuoin.s, Wis., April 211.— .\ terrific 
electrical storm, followed liy a cloud- 
burst, occurred here la.-'t night.

URIT PLOT AUAINST VICTORIA 
ELECTORS. 

To Tine ICnrroa; — The moiitlipieco of 
the Victoria Grits, the. Times, declares 
tliat the electorai division bill intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by 
Moil. K, G. Prior was nothing less than 
a nefarious jilot to enable the Conserva- 
tives to gain an unfair advantage over 
their o[)i)onenta. Let us see wlint are 
the facts, ami whether or not this con 
elusion is correct. 

The polling districts intended to be 
affected by tliis bill were Nos. 10 and 11. 
In polling district No. 10 there are upon 
the list 1 ,039 names of voters, and in 
polling district No. 11 there are 850. 
At the recent bye-election the 
poUi'ig place place for No. 10 
iliatrict was at The Willows, 
where it is a matter of common 
knowledge there was such a block that 
many voters found it impoasible to jioll 
their votes. I'^-mn a.m. until 2 ii.ni. 
there was a constant jam anil scramble 
at the door of the polling booth, and at 
out; time the crowd was fifteen deep. 

Whether or not there was any pre- 
meditated organized atlenijit to block 
the vote, I am nol prepared to say ; but 
t his 1 tlo know that the rt'siilt of the 
delay caused by the action of the opjiosi- 
lion in sweariiigaboul every otiier voter, 
was t he turning away from the polls of 
some wdio desired to vote, and the seri- 
ous delay, inconvenience and annoyance 
of others. With so many names on the 
voters' list any obstructionist could, by 
swearing each voter as he cauio into the 
booth, block the vote in such a way that 
not a <iuarter or a fifth of those entitled 
to do so coulrl get an opportunity 01 
mar.king their ballots. The same is also 
true, but to a smaller extent, of Polling 
District No. 1 1, [ill which the poll was held 
at Victoria \Vest. 

But there is another and an eijually 
forcible and unanswerable argument in 
favor of t he bill, and it is that under the 
present lists a great many of the voters 
111 Wards 10 and 11 are compelled to go 
many miles from home at great 
inconvenience in order to cast their 
votes, and this is best illustrated in the 
case of polling district No. 11. For many 
years the -polling districts of this con- 
stituency have been the same, and the 
poll has been hold at Price's hotel. Par- 
son's Bridge. ' 

Within tlie last five years Victoria 
West has so ^' own and its population so 
increased that it now ia the most ini- 
[lortant portion of the polling distrii't, 
and when it came to a question of 
whether the voters from N'icloria West 
slionld go to Parson's P.ridge to vote or 
vice versa tlie idioice was given in fiivor 
of \'ictoria West. Wiiv should lliere 
not be a iiolling booth at say 
Esquiinalt, one at Parson's Bridge 
and one at .Stiawiierry N'ale or other 
convenient ]ioint in addition to the r(>e- 
sent one at Victoria West? And cKacily 
the same applies to polling district No. 
10. 

The inconvenience of the existing pro- 
visioiia was strontjly brought to the at- 
tention of Hon. K. G. Prior during the 
recent bye-election, and the promise was 
tlieneiven that an effort would be made 
to have the cause of complaint removed, 
and now with surpassing impudence the 
Ti mes declares its hearty approval of the 
obstructionist tactics which resulted in 
Ibin. Mr. Prior's bill being prattically 
defeated. 

What do the voters of the outlying 
liurlioiis of the district think of such 
conduct? They will Condemn it and 
show their disapproval on election day. 
For mfcre party purposes the opposition 
baidks a measure which would remove 
a great source of annoyance and incon- 
venience to a large number of electors. 
Now let those electors say whether or 
not they are pleased at having their in- 
tere.st.'i so disreearded.

C. (ialletly, inan- 
a'.;ei- of tin- VieUiiia l>rain-li ol the liank 
lit .Montreal, rereiveil a t('lei;rani st.iliii;: 
that the liiier.turs liail .selerteil tlie ile- 
sigii of iMr. F. .M. lialteiilmry, tlie an-hi- 
tect of Ihii new jiruyiiieial parUanient 
buildiiii^a, as tlie must snitalile of the 
coiufjetuive plana ^^ul)ulitteli to theni lor 
the new ImiKlint; to he ureideil hy the 
bank in this city. The work wiil ko 
ahead at onee, an it is jjropo.seil to eoin- 
mence tearing down the present huild- 
iug within a week, and the foundiitiona 
for the new one will be couiuieneeil as 
soon as tiiis is done. The new building; 
of four stories and a basement will 
mea.sure 30 feet on (.Jovernnient 
street ar.d GO feet on Bastion. 
In the basement a lunch room and 
dressing rooni.s for the line of the hank 
will Ije pioviiled, toj^ether with yaiilts 
and storaize, ami also the .sleani heatiiii; 
jilant. The u'ruuml llnor is oi-enpii-il hy 
ihe bank itself anil \vill lie a line apart- 
ment oU feet hint:, lis ti-et. broad and Hi 
feet high, w-ith paiielbd walls and 
elaborately decoratei,! coilered (-eillng. 
The arranirements are. of eonrse, of the 
latest description, with the in.inaj-'er's 
office conveniently situated. 

The main entrance will be at the 
corner of Government and Bastion 
streets. At the lower end of 
the building on Bastion street, 
up u solid stone staircase, 
with ornamental iron balustrade, will be 
aiiproachiid llie large, well lighted and 
Ii l e-proiif olliees on the lirstand secoiid 
lioors. it is intende<l to make these 
oflices in all resjiects very desirahle and 
coinfortahle. Lavatories will lie sup- 
plied to every ofliet', iis \yell as yaiilis. 
(Jn the third lloor the raielaker's ae 
coniniodatioiiH are ai rangeil. The lluur... 
to all the eorridoi'H will be laid with 
marble slabs, and the work of every 
description will be the best. 

In designing the liiiildiiig it has been 
eouiilit to eoiiiliine a [)ietiu-esi]ue 
outline with massive solidity, relieved 
by carving and moulded work, the fa- 
cade on tiovernmeiit street being par- 
ticularly impressive.

lie .loliuson Party and Their Try- 
in;? Experiences— Mining With- 
in the Circle. 




Tho rash to the Yukon gold Held 
whieh amounted to little less than a 
iiiadiiess a few weeks ago with tlie resi- 
dents of Puget Sound cities, appears by 
the letters and papers brought from the 
North by the .\1-Ki and W'illapa to be 
exhriu.stini: itself even sooner than might 
be exjieeled — not because the gold is 
lacking, but because it can only be won 
after perils and hardships inconceivable 
to the average city nnui, who with bis 
eiitiallv inexperienced companions fiom 
the farm and the sea constitutes even a 
majority among tiie L'old seeicers. The 
gold is plentiful, after onee the njimntains 
have been i)asse(.l and the river wiihin 
the Arctic Circle is reached, hut the 
cost of securing it is so great in coii- 
seiiuence of the remoteness of the region 
from civilization and supplies that 
fortunes are decimated very speedilv, 
an(l unless many thousands are won 
from the river little is left to the miner 
hy tho time lie gets back to the busy 
workl. The .fohnaon party from Oak- 
land, California, who were h(!ard from 
at Sheep t^anip, en route to Uirele City, 
on .March liO, have since leaving the 
.Mexico at Dyea been experiencing 
iutveiitures in a series w-hicli may 
he taken as a specimen of 
the experiences in store for others 
who imiy follow them or a re|)etitiiiii of 
those reported hy tlieir predecessors 
over the hard route to the treasure-tiebls 
of tho far Nortii. Tlie weather for the 
first ten days out from Dyea was bitterly 
cold and very stormy, the snow- having 
oompletely obliterated the trail and 
hardly a "member of the party having 
escaped frostbites and aerioiis colds, 
while several patients were under the 
care of Dr. Spencer Harris threatened 
with inflammation of the bowels, caused 
by injudicious drinking of the 
snow-water. On the lilst of March 
the storm that had held with 
the jiarty all the way from Dyea 
culminated in a veritable blizzard, "the 
wind blowing at the rale of eighty-live 
milesan hour. The thernioineler regis- 
tered ii) below zero at M a.m. Twoofthe 
Indian tents were blown aw-ay and con- 
siderable uneasiness was felt hy all. Thi! 
bowling of the Siwash dogs was silenced 
by the intense cold or drowned hy the 
roaring of the blasts that swept throuuh 
the hemloik boughs overhead. .\11 
thonglits uf travelling bad to be aban- 
doned and the movement of supplies en- 
tirely suspended, as tho storm still con- 
tinued at hitess reports with suf- 
ficient violence to prevent wan or 
beast from attempting the steep 
ascent to tlje base of the summit. From 
other sources it is learned that about a 
iiundred persons succeeded in getting 
over the sunimit before the lieavy storm 
burst upon the niounlaiii. The majority 
of these are eontiimmg their jmirney 
down t he l iver on the ice. The lirst to 
cross iiiav pnssihly gel thrniiixh the (tan- 
yon liefiirit I he ice breaks up, hut a great 
iiiaiiv will stiip at Lake Leliar(:i' and 
liuil.l boats in which to make the resi of 
the voyage, follo>Miig the iie down the 
river wln-ii it linallv breaks np tlie hit- 
ter iiart I if next nioiil h. 

A letter was received in .Jiiiiean on the 
last mail which bore the date of .Fiily ^J'i, 
lfSi)5, and which came from probablv the 
most northern precious metal mines in 
the world. It was written by Tom Boyd, 
■.vho with his partner named Johnson 
will have spent, at the close of the pres- 
ent season, t he past three years placer 
mining on t !ie heail waters of the Kiiwak 
river, a tributary of Kotzebm; sound, 
many miles north of tint .\retic (,'irele. 
To get su p|)l ies to I heir earn] i is a season's 
l.ilior in itself, iind the fact that they are 
now on their third yecr's work in that 
section is considered nood evidence uf 
the rii-lmess of the diggings. Their 
nearest trading post is .Niikhikyeto on 
tlut Yukon. From there they take their 
supplies ilown the river to the iiuiuth of 
till' l-Cnyiikiik, thence up the latter 
stream aliiinst to its head. A portige is 
here made across the divide to the Sela- 
wik river, and a second portage is made 
from the Selawik to the head waters of 
the Kuwak which lands them at their 
camp." The letter jjore but little infor- 
mation ofinterest to the public except 
that it empliasizes tho fact that while 
tb(! .Arctic Oirclit has gold in'ahmidance, 
oiilv th(! experienced miner inured to 
hardship and privation by years of pros- 
pecting in inhospitahiiMvilds may hope 
to win it by liis industry and bis enter- 
prise.

The leading 
properties are proving on devclopiiKMit 
all that their most enl hu.siast ic jironio- 
ters h.ive claimed, and some idea of the 
immense strides properties in this sec- 
tion have taken during the past few 
months may be gathered from the fact 
that Le Koi stock — which is i)ar at .I'..')

ings. 

"The .losie ground," continued Mr.

SLOGAN LAKE. 



Nakusp and Slocan Railway Extension— The 
New Dry Ore Belt the Scene of 
Much Activity. 

The New Denver correspondent of the 
Uossland Miner says that the outlook for 

the Slocan lake country this summer is 
very blight. 'Then! is a prospect, am- 
ounting almost to a certainty, that the 
Nakusp Slocan railroad w-ill he extend- 
ed from Kosehery through New lleiiver 
and SilvtM-lon, past Ten Mile, Springer 
and Lemon creeks to Slocan tirossing 
A'here it will connect with tho Columbia 
I'i; Kooteiia}' railroail. This in itself 
w-ould make the residents of this section 
very hopeful, but in addition they have 
every assuraii(-o that several jiroperties 
along the lake will he large producers 
this year and that the new dry ore belt 
at th"e south end of the lake will bo the 
scene of ninch activity. 

R. K. Neill.in tbo interests of the John 
A. I-"iiich syndicate, has put in a force of 
eight men to work on the Arlington 
group on Springer creek, which tliev re- 
cently bonded for ^.'jO,000. The Ar'lin-r- 
ton will be opened liy means of a shaft 
and tunnel, both on the vein, which will 
both be started at a point where a small 
creek lia.s cut the ledge and ex|iosed a 
big face of ore. 

The owners of the Tw-o l-'riends, cjn the 
divide between Soringer and Lemon 
creeks, are still hard at work. They 
drove a crosscul tunnel in -10 feel and 
tapped their ledge. They have since 
drifted on tlio vein about 30 feet and 
have taken out about 30 tons of ore. 
Their pay blreak is from 8 to 10 inches 
wide and assays from 200 to 800 ounces 
in silver and 40 per cunt. lea<l. 

Work was sustained on the Howard 
fraction all winter. One shipment of 
eleven tons of ore w-aii made which aftei- 
paying all expenses, ini-ludiiig packing 
Ironi the miiu! to tlii! lake, netted over 
$100 per ton. This |iiit the boys in good 
shajie financially and they kept steadily 
at work with the result that they have 
now- a big lot of ore ready for shipment. 
The ore ruiia w ell both in gold and sil- 
ver and carries no lead. 

At the I'hilerpriee on Ten Mile creek 
the Finch syndicate has now driven 
over oOO feet of tunnels and tlioy have 
never been out of ore. It is estimated 
that they have enough ore in sight to 
jiay for the property and monthly divi- 
doiids after they begin to ship. 

A rich strike has also been reported 
from Three Forks on an extension uf tho 
Gray Eagle recently incorporated by &. 
ill. Wharton. The ore is saitl to run 
from 800 to -100 omices in silver jier ton. 
This discovery has caused c)uite a num- 
ber of New IJenveritea to puichuse small 
4 blocks of Gray Eagle stock. -

TNE NEW SUPERINTENDENT. 

Mr. -W. C. Cheney Has Taken Charge of the 
Whole System of the Consolidated 
Railway and Light Company. 

The new general superintendent of the 
Consolidated Railway it Light Companv, 
Mr. W. C. Cheney, liasentered ujion his 
duties, and w-hilo exercising a general 
supervision over the evstein in A'ietoria, 
A'aiicoiiver and AVeatmiuster, will make 
his hea(i(iiiarters here where he w-ill give 
the tramway and lightning svstein his 
personal attention. Mr. Cheney is an 
electrical engineer of groat ex- 
perience and ability, aniT resigned 
as superintendent of the Portland 
General Electric Co. to accept his pre- 
sent position. Fifteen years aeo he 
entered the laboratory of Prof. Thom- 
son at New Britain, Connecticut, when 
electric lighting was in its infancy. He 
remained there four years, and his first 
large w-ork was to put in the electric 
I)lant for the Now Orleans w-orld'a exhi- 
bition of LSS-1-.'). Jfe afterwards siieiit 
three years in South America installing 
Ijuuit and thence iMuno to the Pacific 
coast. He was a.ssociated in the de- 
.signing and carrying out of tlic 
Northern Pacific light and jiow-er plant 
at Oregon CJity, one of the greatest in 
the w-(irl(l. This w-as the lirst lime power 
had boon- used for loni; distance trans- 
mission for incandescent lighting, and is 
the same that has since been employed 
for the same ])urpose at Niagara. The 
plant is on tiie Willamette river at Ore- 
gon City, and the power ia transmitted 
twelve miles to Portland. 

In conjunction with Dr. J. C. Perry, 
of Portland, Mr. Cheney bus made some 
wonderful e.xperiments with the .\ rays 
(luite recently in a new- field of original 
research, with a view to applying the 
rays to mining operations. Tiiose ex- 
perimeula w-ere conducted with uold 
(juartz, and the success atlaini'fi was re- 
markable. The [ihotogi a]ihs taken sliow-- 
ed distinctly the [larliclos oi gold dis- 
tributed through the quartz, and the ex- 
perimouta jioint to the possibility 
of the rays becoming aa valuable 
to the mining expert as to the surgeon. 
.Mr. Cheney if be can get tiuu! in the 
next few days will return to Portland for 
the purpose of taking an X ray photo- 
graph of a man who is supposed to have 
a stone in his kidney, so aa to assist the 
surgeons in coining to a conclusion be- 
fore they perform an o))enition on their 
patient. 

Speaking last ninht of the tramw-ay 
and electric lighting iilant of the i:om- 
]]any here, Mr. Olienoy said that he will 
at onco inaugurate a number of iniiirove- 
lueuts, overhauling the roiling stock and 
road bed, and generally placin;,' every- 
thing in uood condition. He had not 
yet, hoyv(n-er, had timu to find out all 
that had to he done.
